T he exploit proves beyond a doubt th a t 
no train in tb e desert regions of the S o u th ­ 
west is safe from attacks by sm all n u m ­ 
bers of bold and determ ined m en if thev 
plan th e place and m ode of attack before’- 
h and. 
T he p a rtic u la r are as follows : 
T h e north-bound passenger express train 
left th e C ity of M exico on S unday last. 
T h e conductor’s nam e is A sa R ayburn, the 
engineer P eter K irk, and th e firem an D en­ 
nis Colin. 
T here was a m edinm -sized m ail 
for tb e I nited States. 
T he sh ip m en t of 
specie, less th an usual, was m ostly locked 
in W ells, Fargo & C o ’s safe bv th e regular 
m essenger, M. T. V illigas. 
S ixty m iles south of E l Paso, betw een 
San Jose an d Sam alianca, in a very lonely 
desert spot, three heavily-arm ed m en. w ith 
faces m asked w ith red and w h it) cloth, 
craw led from th e tender on to th e locom o­ 
tive. 
T hey secreted them selves on the 
tender at San Jose. 
I t was q uite dark be­ 
tw een 3 and 4 o’clock. 
T hey had already 
cut th e telegraph w ire below San Jose. 
T hey com pelled th e engineer to stop, an d 
th en drove him and th e firem an off an d 
uncoupled th e locom otive tender an d ex­ 
press car an d w ent ahead, w ithout m o h g t- 
ing th e passengers.

T hey com m enced cutting w ith 
an ax in to th e express car. T he m essenger, 
after a w hile, opened a side-door and es­ 
caped w ith th e safe-key.

ax on th e safe, but failed to open it.

then took all th e valuables onside tb e safe, 
pu t on th e locom otive and rushed n orth as 
fast as possible. 
T hey w ere evidently old 
railroad hands, and w ell-versed in h an d ­ 
ling a locom otive. 
W hat they really got cannot be ascer­ 
tained, as the express people are rton-com- 
m ital.

I am thirty-six years old, and ever since I was 
ten years old I have worked and labored all I 
could from an honest standpoint, to achieve 
some means to provide me with the necessaries 
of life in my declining years. But so iar all was 
in vain, and now that I have lost my health— 
witli a poor chance oi getting it back—and that 
I am penniless. 
I do not see why I should want 
to live in this cold, cruel and inhuman world 
any longer, I am convinced 1 shall have to 
travel that road ‘ from whose bourne no traveler 
returns,’’ some time, and the miserv, poverty 
and degradation that I feel In this life now in­ 
duced me to start at onee and find out how it is

There has been issued from the office of 
the State Printer the biennial report of 
the Fish Commissioners—Messre. Joseph 
Homier, J 
Downey Harvey anti Charles 
Josselyn. 
They claim that the fishery interests of 
the State are ,, acompa-alively sari-ia 
con iition 
The salmon spring run c«f 1887 w i- quite 
small, as was n¡>o tifat cf 1888. 
The fall 
ru- cf 1837 did not show any improvement. 
The August run of this year was abundant. 
The supply ol shad has been very large, 
and will increase materially each year. The 
supply ot carp lias been enormous, being 
found in all the rivers and waters of the 
State. The catch of sturgeon dnring the 
h»st and present year has been small. 
This 
must be attributed to the continued indis­ 
criminate and criminal slaughter made by 
Chinamen and other fishermen. Special 
efforts have been made to stock the rivers 
and lakes with the various species of trout. 
In these efforts we have been quite success­ 
ful, as evidenced by the astonishment of 
many at finding them abundant in streams 
to which they had for years been strangers. 
Black bass have been distributed in differ­ 
ent places throughout the State. The in­ 
crease of this fish at Crystal Springs, San 
Mateo county, has been rapid, and is the 
source from which our supply has been 
obtained. 
PATROL AND PROTECTION. 
As in previous years, the patrol boat has 
been maintained upon the rivers and hays. 
J hat its work has been effective has been 
shown by the large number of arrests and 
convictions for violations of the fish laws 
of the State. The service, however ex­ 
pensive, is absolutely necessary to the pro­ 
tection of the fish interests of the State. 
The receipts into the State Treasury from 
fines for violations of fish laws amounted 
during the thirty-eighth fiscal 
year to 
$183 60. and for the thirty-ninth fiscal year 
to $1.731 98. 
SEALS AND SEA LIONS. 
We respectfully repeat the recommenda­ 
tions of the last report o f the Fish Com­ 
missioners, as 
follows: 
These aqua ic 
animals are a serious detriment to the fish 
interests of the 8tate. They sit at the en­ 
trance of Golden 
Gate 
as royal toll- 
gatherers, and take the lion’s share of the 
schools cf the finny tribe its they pass from 
the broad Pacific into the bay of San Fran­ 
cisco, preparatory to an ascent of our 
rivers. In the opinion of the Commission, 
they arc great destroyers oí the salmon. 
They appear to be more numerous at S-al 
Rock, and around the entrance of San 
Francisco bay, than in former yenrs, owing, 
no doubt, to the fact that the fishermen 
have driven them with their nets Iront Sui- 
sun and San Pablo bays. They not ouly 
guard the entrance of San Francisco bay, 
but are found at the entrance of Monterey, 
BoleDas, Point Arena. Tómales and Sbosl- 
water bays. 
This and f .rater Commissions 
and the public press have repeatedly in­

ThiB hatchery was established in May, 
1383. 
During tuat year there were batched 
and distributed over 95 009 trout. 
The 
output for 1887 was 2 000,000. 
During this 
year, up to the present time. 50.000. 
In 
addition to this trout hatchery. Captain 
Todman, with the anthoritv of the Com­ 
mission, established one at Lake Bigler, 
and hatched and released over 500,000 dur­ 
ing the year 1887. 
The Commission this 
year rented the hatchery, and up to the 
present tinte have hatched and are distrib­ 
uting over 000,000 trout. 
The Commission 
contemplated 
the 
building of a trout 
hatchery at Donner lake, but owing to the 
complications in which we found onrsel res, 
were compelled to forego this intention. 
We believe that a hatchery* should be con­ 
structed at that place, and so recommend. 


STATE SALMO» HATCHERY. 
In March, 1885, the Legislature passed a 
bill, authorizing the Board of Fish Com­ 
missioners to erect and maintain a State 
Salmon Hatchery, and appropriated there­ 
for the sum of $10,00*0. 
The site was se­ 
lected and the hatchery trectcd during the 
term of office of our predecessors. 
Tits 
great expectations indulged in by tho pre­ 
vious Commi-s*ni have not been real zad. 
An experience of l wo years has convinced 
us hat the selection was an unfortunate 
• re. 
During 1887 but 200,000 salmon were 
hatched. 
During the previous years, as I 
have been informed, a list number were 
hatched. 
The locaiion on Hat Creek is too high up 
iu the river, and the salmon do not reach 
there until October, after the spawning sea­ 
son is over. 
Moreover, the climate is too 
severe, 
and 
the 
cost 
of 
maintain­ 
ing 
the 
hatchery 
during 
the 
w in­ 
ter 
season 
too 
heavy. 
The 
distance 
of 
the 
hatchet y

railroad com­ 
munication—eighty miles—is another sub­ 
stantial objection to the site. 
We have 
abandoned its ose and removed all portable 
apparatus to Stssons, where a temporary 
hatchery has been established at a cost of 
$1,500. 
fire United States Fish Commission will 
furnish tts all the eggs tliar we can handle. 
Th s will enable U3 to hatch and release 
about 2 000.000 saimón during the v> reseat 
veer.

QUININE AND THE TABIFF. 


A nd now the Democrats are endeavor­ 
ing to show th a t the removal of the duty 
on quinine brought it down from £3 and 
to 50 cents an ounce. 
T hat is not true. 
T he fall in price was not due to removal 
of duty. 
The duty was 20 per cent., and 
th at was not enough to sustain a high 
price. 
If the article could have been sold 
in Europe for 50 cents or even $1 an 
ounce, European dealers would have paid 
the low duly and undersold our dealers in 
quinine. 
B ut when quinine sold for $4 an 
ounce in this country it sold for |3 90, 
$3 95 and ?3 98 in Europe. 
It was about 
as high there as here. 
A fter English and 
D utch capitalists had planted cinchona 
forests in Jav a and India, and after they 
had produced large quantities of bark, 
then the price of quinine fell all over the 
world. 
The fact th at the price fell in 
free-trade England at the same tim e th at 
it fell in the U nited States is proof th at 
the previous high price was not caused by 
our protective tariff. 
In 1879 we had four quinine factories in 
the U nited States ; now we have but three, 
and one of these is almost pulseless. About 
half the quinine sold in America is of 
foreign make, but in 1879 all sold here was 
of home make or production. 
Now, as a 
m atter of fact, to the sm all consumer, 
quinine is not cheaper, or hut a trifle, than 
then. 
About one cent a grain is the price 
over the counter in the East, which amounts 
to $4 80 an ounce. 
IVhen quinine was 
$2 50 per ounce here it was 82 40 per 
ounce in L ondon; now th at it is 50 cents 
here it is 40 cents in London. 
The cheap­ 
ening process is due to the fact that 15,­ 
000,000 pounds of tiie bark from which it 
is made is now yearly produced from 
trees lately come into bearing. 
The fact is 
that 
the 
abolition 
of 
duty has not 
changed the difference between London 
and Philadelphia 
prices 
favorably 
to 
American producers. The American price 
would have been just w hat it now is, fifty 
cents per ounce, if the duty had been re­ 
tained, and the American m arket would 
have been supplied w ith American make 
instead of with an im ported article.

E rrors a s to S n ak es. 
The M adras M ail contains a copy of a 
paper by L ieut. Ferguson on snakes. King 
.Solomon acknowledged th at there were 
“ three things which are too wonderful for 
me, yea, for which I know not,” and one 
of these was “ the way of a serpent upon a 
rock,” and for years the mode of progres­ 
sion of a snake rem ained to men of science 
as much a mystery as it was to Solomon. It 
is thought th at the absence of limbs is a 
great disadvantage to snakes, but the fact 
is th eir ribs take the place of limbs, so 
that, instead of having two pairs, they 
sometimes 
have 
over 
200. 
A ristotle 
thought they had as many ribs as there 
are days in the month, but in fact the num ­ 
ber varies and reaches 400 in pythons. 
Mr. Ferguson once followed a large snake 
and found a sm art walk sufficient to keep 
up with it. 
Nor do snakes exercise any 
fascination over their victims. 
I’epys 
alleged th at they ejected poison on larks 
in full flight so th at they fell into their 
m ouths; but in fact chickens, rats, guinea 
pigs, rabbits and hens show no fear of 
snakes when given to the latter in a cage. 
A hen has been known to roost on a py­ 
thon, and one has been known to peck at a 
snake’s tongue in motion, evidently taking 
it for an insect or worm. 
W hen it has 
killed its prey, either by constriction or 
poison, the snake is supposed to salivate or 
lubricate the meal by means of its tongue. 
This is not the ease, as the tongue is too 
small to lubricate th e tiniest bird. 
T he 
snake moves its head about the prey, feel­ 
ing with its tongue for the right part to 
begin upon, and when th at is in its mouth, 
but not till then, the salivary glands begin 
to aid deglutition. 
T he functions of a 
snake's tongue have also been the subjects 
of popular error. Job speaks of the viper’s 
tongue slaying one, and Shakespeare is full 
of sim ilar remarks. 
The tongue Í3 reallv 
a very delicate organ of touch, for the eyes 
are so placed th a t the snake cannot see in 
front or below, and by means of its tongue 
it literally feels its way. 
The stories of 
two-headed snakes owe their origin to the 
existence of a species— Húngaras fasctatus— 
which possesses an abrupt rounded tail 
th at is sometimes mistaken for a second 
head. 
The popular notion th at every 
snake is poisonous is, of course, absurd, but 
the proportion of poisonous to harmless 
snakes is much less than is generally sup­ 
posed.

poisonous, and the same proportion is prob 
ably accurate as to individuals also. In all 
¡Southern India there are only twelve kinds 
of poisonous snakes, the largest being the 
hamadryad, which reaches fifteen feet in 
length. 
A bite from one of these would 
probably produce death in three minutes ; 
it has the reputation of being fierce and 
ready to attack on the slightest molesta­ 
tion. 
The cobra is tim id : the charmers 
who play a pipe in front of it do not at­ 
tract it by the music, for it is nearly deaf, 
but by the movement from side to side, 
w hich is followed by the snake. The bites 
of some species of poisonous snakes are not 
fatal at all, and merely produce a little 
pain and swelling of the injured member. 


ing in b ig h t from 50 to 700 feet. 
T he island is inhabited by a tribal fam­ 
ily of the Mahlemoots, or Eskimos, a!>out 
two hundred in number, who gain a sub­ 
sistence by walrus hunting, seal hunting 
and whaling. 
They pursue the creatures 
in kyacks or canoes, which they are very 
expert in launching through the surf and 
navigating in rough water. 
T he sum mer houses of the islanders are 
so mar.y little platforms, attached to the 
lace of the sea clitis, and composed of 
whale rib hones or shoulder-blade bones, 
fastened by thongs of sinew to large pegs 
of bone driven into the interstices of the 
basalt. 
The platforms are guarded around 
the outer side by a rail, and are enough 
for a family to lodge upon. 
They thus 
serve at once the purposes of a habitation 
and a sentry box, from w hich the hunters 
may keep a lookout for walrus and seal. 
Fires are kindled on them , and all the 
ordinary ailairs of life are pursued often 
at a bight of 150 feet above the ocean 
swells w hich thunder on th e rocks beneath. 
N ot even a bird, a bank swallow or an 
eagle could have a more airy habitation. 
L ike the eagle, the K ing’s Islanders have 
placed their eyries on the cliffs to serve as 
lookouts for their prey. 
The oddity of these singular habitations 
does not end here, however, since these 
platform houses arc- but the summer abodes 
of the hunters. 
The w inter houses are even more re­ 
m arkable. 
To escape the w inter storms 
th e islanders have excavated caves in the 
shattered and seam ed basalt— in many 
eases of considerable depth and size. 
Dur­ 
ing eight m onths of the year these cave 
dwellings constitute comfortable retreats 
from the inclement 
weather, and also 
serve as storehouses for the rude wealth of 
th e family. 
T here are, it is stated, forty or fifty such 
cave-houses, corresponding to th e number 
of families, and to the platforms of sum­ 
mer. 
In some cases the platform-house is 
at the m outh of the cave-house, so th at the 
shift from summer to w inter quarters can 
be easily and speedily effected. 
It is difficult to conceive of the charac­ 
ter of such a life, on the face of a crag, with 
th e ocean surges beating far below, and the 
open sky all around. 
W hat must be the 
thoughts and ideas of a child, born and 
nurtured am id such strange surroundings!

COMMISSIONERS. 


O fficer 
D ennis * a rig h t C h arg ed W ith 
U nbecom ing C onduct. 
T he Board of Police Commissioners met 
at half-past 1 o'clock yesterday afternoon, 
Mayor Gregory presiding and Jadge Buck­ 
ley and Chief Lee present. 
The Mayor stated that the meeting was 
called to oonsider charges against officer 
Dennis E nright for being intoxicated while 
on duty, using profane language, and other 
conduct unbecoming an officer. H e said 
that com plaint had been made to him by 
Edw ard j . M urphy, who works in the rail­ 
road shops, and he had caused the charges 
to be drawn up in proper form and verified 
by the oath of the com plainant. After 
reading the charges the Mayor stated that 
several other parlies had called upon him 
during the day and made sim ilar com­ 
plaints. 
Officer Enright was asked if he was ready 
to proceed to trial, and answered in a con­ 
fused m anner that he had done nothing 
wrong. The charges were read over to him 
by the Clerk, but ne did not seem to com­ 
prehend their import. 
Captain K archer slated that officer E n­ 
right was not ready for trial, and asked 
that it be allowed to go over until 2 o’clock 
to-day. 
H e said that since the appoint­ 
m ent of Enright four or five m onths ago, 
he had been a good and faithful officer up 
to night before last. H e did not have any­ 
thing to say in defense of his conduct at 
that tim e or yesterday morning. 
T he Board postponed the further hearing 
of the case until this afternoon at 2 o’clock, 
and on motion of Chief Lee suspended the 
officer from duty pending tbeir decision. 
A. E. Cresma was appointed a special 
officer for the district south of the R-street 
levee, from Front to Tenth. 
The Board of Trustees were requested to 
appoint fifteen or twenty special officers for 
service on Tuesday next. 


W eston P ard o n e d . 
In the m onth of September, 1885, H arry 
H. W eston was tried and convicted of grand 
larceny in San Joaquin county and sen­ 
tenced to an im prisonm ent of seven years. 
Yesterday he 
was 
pardoned 
by Gov­ 
ernor W aterman on the following grounds: 
"T he application on behalf of Weston states 
that on the 18th day of August, 1885. he 
applied to and obtained from one R. S. 
Johuson, a liverystable keeper of the city 
o f Stockton, a horse and carriage, which he 
drove to W aterloo, in the county of San 
Joaquin, and there meeting some frieuds 
he spent in drinking the money with which 
he had originally intended to pay for the 
use ot said horse and carriage. 
Fearing 
arrest should he return he drove to Silver 
Lake, where he left the carriage, and rode 
the horse to Carson City, Nev., where he 
traded the horse, and afterwards returned 
to Plinuas comity, in this Stale, where he 
was arrested. 
The action of this young 
m an, who at the time was 23 years of age, 
shows no evidence of crim inal intent, but 
rather a lack of discretion and fear of the 
law. 
Mr. JohDson afterwards recovered 
his property, and now petitions for the 
young m an's release, as does also the 
Sheriff of the county. The young m an 
pleaded gniltv to the offense, thus saving 
the Ifcranty the expense of a trial, and as 
he has shown a contrite ‘-pirit daring his 
incarceration and a desire to become an 
honored and worthy citizen, I think he 
should be pardoned.'1

now have Chinese in employment. We m ight 
have shown that certain delegates to the 
St. Louis Convention that nom inated Mr. 
Cleveland have al! along and now hire 
Chinese. B ut Mr. Jenkins being on the 
State ticket wa3 terrible example enough 
for the present—though we confess that 
this whole business is the "low dow n'’ in 
politics, and that the only excuse for it at 
all is the cowardly falsifying arid juggling 
of that shirring example of Democratic 
meanness, the San Francisco Examiner. 
Mr. Jenkins ha3 sent us a card. 
We 
print it in full, to give him a perfectly fair 
3bow. H e say s: 


m b. je n k in s’ conpession. 
“ Threeyear.s ago, at the tim e of the anti- 
Chinese agitation in Sacramento aud all 
over the State—that is two years ago last 
winter—1 turned c-tF ali the Chinese help I 
was employing at that tim e at the State 
House H otel and employed white men in 
their places. I turned off all m y Chinese 
help at the hotel. The R ecobd U n io n at 
that tim e gave me credit for so doing, and 
said that the way to effect the exclusion of 
the Chinese was not to employ them , or 
som ething similar. 
“ Then two years ago last March I bought 
this farm, aud it had about 100 acres;in 
willows. In July, August and September, 
1886. aud August and September, 1887, I 
employed from 20 to 25 Chinam en to grub 
willows for the purpose of killing them . 
At the same time I was employing white 
men and was paying them 430 a m onth for 
the same work. I boarded the w hite men, 
and the Chinese boarded themselves, m ak­ 
ing a difference of 50 cents a day at least in 
favor of the white help. My regular white 
help on my farm have spring beds, hair 
mattresses, 
feather 
pillows 
and 
good 
blankets, and a good bouse to sleep in. I 
have eight white men besides the foreman, 
and they can go to them and ask them 
about my table, and m y treatm ent of the 
white men that are there. 
Then these 
Chinese have always worked under the di­ 
rect supervision of m y white foreman, and 
so tar as sayiug that I would not have any 
other kind of help than Chinese it is dis- 
proven by the fact that I have always u n ­ 
der any circumstances given w hite help 
the preference, as can be proven by the 
employes 1 have at this time and formerly 
have had. This work of grubbing willows 
on the bottom land of the Cosumnes river 
is work that m ust be done at the very hot­ 
test season of the year, and then it is a 
very uncomfortable place to work and it is 
alm ost impossible to get white m en to do 
the work. I have offered w hite men at the 
Grangers’ Store $30 per m onth when I was 
paving the Chinese $1 a day, and the white 
men rtiused to do the work. 
I got nine 
men, however—eight besides the foreman. 
So far as m y preferring Chinamen, I have 
always preferred white men even if I had 
to pay them more wages, and they can in ­ 
terview my white help now 011 niv farm 
at d ascertain if it is not so. 
I employ 110 
Chinese now.” 
AVOIDING TUB TRUTH. 
This statem ent by the Democratic candi­ 
la:*» is dif-ingennons. 
He savs he era- 
pioyed Chinese in 1886 and in 1887. W hy 
did Jenkins stop fie re? 
W hy did he not 
s'ate, as ilie fact is, that lie employed Chi­ 
nese in 1888 also, and that, too, up to a very 
recent day, indeed, up to withiu a few days 
since. Did he wish the people to believe 
that be bad hired no coolies since 1887? If 
so, he twisted the truth, to put it ruildly, 
for we repeat that he has had a gang of 
Chinam en at work for him in 1888, and up 
to a day not far hack in the record of tbi3 
fall. 
HARD HIT. 
Mr. Jenkins’ parly is hard hi:, and the 
candidate squirm s and begs and : pnlogizas. 
He adm its that he employed Chinamen 
and pleads that he couldn't help himself. 
T hat is the plea that tens of thousands in 
California have made for some years. If 
the truth were made known, there is not a 
Democrat in the State who has not either 
employed 
Chinese, worn Chinese-made 
clothing or used the products of Chinese 
cultivation of the soil, or the results of 
their labor in some form. 
Mr. Jenkins unintentionally makes out a 
good case for protection. H e ought to be a 
Republican on that ground, for he shows 
that it is the right policy to pro’.ect white 
labor against the ruinous competition of 
Chinese labor. The party Mr. Jelikius 
represents proposes, however, to open the 
cat63 oi the nation free to the entry of 
Chinese-made goods and Chinese produc­ 
tions.

Mr. Jenkins’ Chinese employes, we repeat, 
are h ss d ngerous to the interests of labor 
when in California under a protective sys­ 
tem, iban out of it under free trade. Every­ 
one who votes for Cleveland votes directly 
to eventually let all the products of China 
and Cbinese labor be poured into California 
and all the other States without restriction. 
To work for Chinese exclusion, and at tbe 
sam e lime to vote for tbe establishment of 
a free trade policy for the Unhed 8tatis, is 
worse than foolish—it is idiocy and in­ 
sanity.

GUARDING I HE VOTE. 


T h e Supervisor of E lectio n s Issu es In ­ 
stru c tio n s to H is D eputies. 
N athaniel H olland, United States Super­ 
visor of Elections, is taking every means to 
guard against the perpetuation of fraud at 
the im pending election, and to that end 
has issued instructions to all his deputies 
in au explicit m anner of tbeir duties and 
powers. 
Principal am ong the instructions 
are the follow ing: 


SO M E P O IN T E D IN S T R U C T IO N S . 
‘‘The Supervisors wiil attend at their 
election precincts at the tim e of holding the 
election for Representative in Congress. 
They are required to challenge any" vote 
offered whose legal qualifications the Su­ 
pervisors. or either of them shall doubt. 
The Supervisors will rem aiu where the 
ballot box is kept at ail times after the 
polls are open until all the votes cast shall 
have been counted, and they are required 
personally to inspect and scrutinize the 
m anner in which tbe voting is done and 
the way and method in which the poll-list 
and the tallies are kept, to the end that 
each candidate for the office of Representa­ 
tive in Congress shall obtain the benefit of 
every vote for him cast. 
“The Supervisors are required to take 
and rem ain in such positions as will, in 
their judgm ent, best enable them to see 
each person offering to vote, and as will 
best conduce to scrutinizing tlie m anner in 
which the voting is being conducted, and, 
after tbe closing of the polls, the Supervis­ 
ors will occupy such positions, in relation 
to tbe ballot-box, for the purpose of can­ 
vassing the ballots, as will enable them 
fully to perform the duties imposed upon 
them in relation to such canvass, and are 
required, in their respective precincts, to 
personally scrutinize, count and canvass 
each ballot cast, and make out a certificate 
of the return of all such ballots, showing 
tbe whole num ber of votes cast for each 
Representative in Congress, and forward 
the same to the Chief Supervisor within 
three days after the election. 
“The Supervisors of Election are author­ 
ized, in pursuance of Section 2022 of the 
Revised Statutes of the U nited Slates, in 
the absence of tbe United States M arshal 
and his general and special deputies, to 
;;eep the peace, preserve order at such 
places of registration and election, prevent 
fraudulent conduct on the part of anv offi­ 
cer of election, and im m ediately either be­ 
fore or after registration, to arrest and take 
into custody, w ith or w ithout process, anv 
person who, in the presence of th e Super­ 
visors of Election, comm its or attem pts to 
com m it any of the acts or offenses prohib­ 
ited herein, or who comm its any offense 
whatever against tbe United States. 
“ In the event the Supervisors of Election, 
or either of them , are not allowed to exer­ 
cise and discharge fully and freely, without 
interference, hindrance, violence or threats 
thereof on the part ot or from any person 
or persons, each and every of tbe duties of 
such Supervisors, they will m ake im m edi­ 
ate report to the Chief Supervisor of Elec­ 
tions in the m anner and means by which 
they, are either of there, was not allowed to 
fully and freely exercise and discharge the 
duties and obligations required and im ­ 
posed upon said officer. 
The Supervisors 
will report upon theconductof the registra­ 
tion and of the election.” 


T H E 
R IG H T S O F S U P E R V IS O R S . 
Some questions having risen respecting 
the right of Supervisors of Election to make 
inquiries at private bouses and as to resi­ 
dents being compelled to answ er them , 
Supervisor H olland has notified all bis de­ 
puties that und^r Section 5523 of the United 
States Revised Statutes, any person who 
refuses to answer or gives false information 
during the progress ot any verification of 
any list of the persons who may have regis­ 
tered or voted is guiliy of an offense pun­ 
ishable by im prisonm ent for thirty days, or 
a fine of $100, or both. 
It is only, however, 
when a Supervisor suspects that all is not 
right, that he will investigate. The Super­ 
visors are now at work verifving the regis­ 
tration.—S. F. Call.

G. B. M erriam , President of the M e­ 
chanics’ State Council, at a recent meeting 
of th at body made an address which was 
directed to the voting workingmen of Cali­ 
fornia, and w hich cannot fail to influence 
those to whom it was addressed. 
H e said ; 
The questions now agitating 
the public are of the gravest im portance. 
The industries of the nation are seriously 
threatened by members of Congress who 
are anxious to prolong the lease of the 
Democratic party in power by an appeal 
to the voters of the country to sanction their 
efforts to open the m arkets of this nation 
to the m anufacturers of the world. H istory 
teaches us, even if some of you had not 
lived long enough to have learned, th at 
such a course would be most suicidal to all 
of the producers of values of the country, 
w hether they be manufacturers, agricultur­ 
ists or transportationists. 
The surprisiug feature of this question is 
th at there can be a difference of opinion 
among otherwise intelligent men on this 
point, so much so that those of us who have 
learned by experience the absolute neces­ 
sity of protecting laws to encourage home 
industries, th at we m ust doubt the hon­ 
esty, the sincerity of those persons who 
advocate or countenence any approach, no 
m atter how remote, to the cannels of free 
trade. 
I t is impossible to overrate the disas­ 
trous consequences to the industrial classes, 
the workingmen for wages, of any reduc­ 
tion of the protective duties upon im ports; 
on the contrary, reverse action should lie 
taken at once; every industry that is 
languishing should w ithout delay receive 
stim ulating legislation, the weak 
ones 
strengthened, tlie tim id encouraged and 
tlie exhausted revived. 
T his is th e course 
the wise and patriotic legislator would 
take. 
H e (M r. Cleveland) has liad splendid 
opportunities for announcing him self the 
friend of labor, and taking vigorous action 
in its behalf, but lie is the proved friend 
°f th e capitalists ; he is supported by the 
Solid South, w hich was solid for slavery 
and is solid for free trade, and always lias 
been solid for cheap labor, and always will 
lie solid with its bullying aristocrats. 
And, 
gentlemen, let capitalists and the So'id .South 
elect him. 
Upon the conclusion of the President’s 
address, J. W . Duncan ottered a set of res­ 
olutions, in which it was pointed out th at 
the nearest approxim ation to equality in 
the condition of men wa? essential to the 
highest standard of manhood, and that 
such equality can be secured only through 
the highest possible rewards for labor, 
which can be attained only by protecting 
and 
stim ulating 
American ’ industries. 
Following are the resolutions: 
Rtfnilvtd, That it i* the d utvof our (¡ovetn- 
m ent to protect the labor of its citizens from 
the intlux of Mongolian, pauper Hint contract 
labor which lowers th e standard of our labor 
and degrades our civilization. 
Resolved, That American labor in a higher de­ 
gree demand* protection from the products of 
the poorer paid labor of other countries than it 
does from the prcseDce of the laborers from 
those countries among us, as without such pro­ 
tection we have only the unimportant item of 
freight to shield us fiom competition with the 
underpaid pauper aud servile labor of the 
world living under conditions and m a manner 
our habits and civilization will not permit us to 
live. 
Resolved, That the charge so often made that 
protection to our industries iucreases the cost 
of products to the consumer is not true, as facts 
and the experience of the last twenty five years 
abundantly demonstrates tbe contrary, and we 
find instead of an increase, that every protected 
article of our production, such as Iron, steel, 
clothing, blankets, carpets, glassware, earthen­ 
ware, etc. have decreased in price from 20 to 80 
percent., while the rate of wages has increased 
quite 50 per cent. 
Resolved, That the prosperity of a country 
can only be secured by the maintenance of 
diversified industries suited in the aggregate to 
the trades capacity aud tastes of all of its iudus- 
ti ial elements. 
Resolved, That the destruction of any industry 
drives those employed in it into other occupa­ 
tions, the-eby lessening the demand for labor 
and the rate of wages paid. 
T he resolutions close by resolving to vote 
for the candidates for President and R epre­ 
sentative to Congress who will work for 
such protection as the workingman needs.
